NEW TELEPHONE SYSTEM. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 6.—The new tele- 
phone system now being introduced in 
Ohio is of the central battery type, 
having signaling equipment located 
at the central office, and arranged so 
that the subscriber calls up the oper- 
ator by lifting the receiver from the 
hook. . On the removal of the receiver, 
an automatic gravity-restoring line 


indicating that a call is wanted. The 
operator, by inserting the answering 
lug, also automatically restores the 
ine signal and establishes connection. 
On inserting the calling plug to call 
the subscriber required, both the op- 
erator’s and caller's sets are switched 
out, while the generator current is on 
the line. In connection with each side 


signal, which tells when the talk is fin- 
ished. The operator does not need to 
cut in on the line to find eut whether 
the conversation is ended, and in fact, 
at no time has she to tse the line ex- 
cept to ask the number required. It 
is claimed with respect to this “super- 
sisory” system, that it has a smalier 
battery consumption ethan any other 
centralized battery system.
